1, CL Z2 , and the undersigned met agent at 2030 hours, 

15 February, on a lonely, dark road in Salzburg. (The undersigned does: 
not know the exact location of the meeting place. It is presumed that I 

CL Z2 will fill in the details. ) We then drove to another stretch 
of lonely, dark road by the river and parked for approximately thirty j 
minutes. After agent became nervous because of some traffic in tho area, 
ve moved to another location and parked far another thirty minutes. j 
Actual mooting time with agent was approximately one hour. It was required 
that ve drop him off in town prior to 10 o'clock when he was due to go on 
duty again.

2. CL — 3 paid agent AS 1400 salary for February. Agent was asked 

to aign tho recoipt at ; CL. 3 ins is to nee. Agent had previously printed 
a name on the receipt.

3. The first half of the meeting was taken up with routine business 
and a discussion with CL -J and agont, the subject of uhich was two 

traces run by this agent. 'me first trace was on a woman resident of j 
Salzburg, whose daughter was visiting her from Jugoslavia. Agent's Zi-iA 
trace did not reflect the fact that the woman had a daughter. The . I 

undersigned pointed out to CL 1 that unless the daughter was living 

with Subject, she would not necessarily be Anmelded and there would be ' 
no rocord of the daughter in the Z1A. This was confirmed by agont, who 
Said that even though Austrians are required to register after 2U hours, 
many do not, especially when they are staying with relatives. The other 
traco concerned a seamstress (fnu) WIFJLAND, i&ich we had reauested agent to 
do. WIEIAND was a possible accommodation address lead C. ~3had. Agent 
reported that WIKLAMD was not resident in Salzburg, CL LJ pointod 

out to agent that WlSLANDie name and address verb in tne 1957 Adressbuch 
for Salzburg and (L -3 callod her on tho ph one, using the wrong nuriber 
pi cy, and dotermnea that the woman was actually resident there. To this, 
agent replied that he had not run the ZMA. check himself. He said he had 
,had a (XaujTf^iiTiih^ a Salaburrr Stapo mab t do the traco for him. He: 
said obviously FEIChTiCiR was in error and he would check into it. 

1*. CL ZL\ also told agent that he was only paying him AS lliOOf 
monthly because we had no proof that he was actually paying :a 3.. 
or CL 3 • n 3 r ® on d7» Agont did not seem disappointed and merely said 
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he would pay thorn himself. Then . £1 -17 got involved in a discussion 

of the agent's finances. Agont has recently purchased a new apartment I 
for AS 25,000. jj'< asked him how he was financing this purchase. 

Agont said that he was borrowing AS 15,000 from the Police Credit Union} 
which loan he was requirod to repay at the rate of AS 100 monthly. Agent 
said that he had saved the other AS 10,000 required for the purchase of 
the apartment. At this point, the undersigned interjected and asked him 
how much money ho was making monthly. Agont stated ho earned AS 3,100 
monthly j of this, his take-homo pay was approximately AS 2,800. Out of 
this monthly sAlary he was required to pay approximately AS 200.00 for hia 
quarters and AS J*?5. 00 far the schooling of his child monthly. Thus, out 
of the remaining approximately AS 2,000, agent stated he was saving 
AS 1,000 a month. Agent was not exactly happy about our prying into his 
finances. He went off on a side issue of how much money he gives to ] 
charity. He claimed that he realized he was earning a salary from us 
and that even thou$i it was for a good cause, he felt that his conscience 
troubled him because ho was breaking police regulations; as a sop to * 
his conscience, ho contributed approximately AS 1*00.00 monthly to worthy 
charities in the Salzburg area. The undersigned asked him where he saved 
his money, in a bank or a hole in his backyard. Agent stated that ho kept 
it in his home. At this point, C. LJ asked him whether or not his 
wife know of his activities for us. Agent stated rather emphatically that 
she did not and ho said that he concealed his additional Income completely 
from his wife. Neither CL U nor the undersigned wished to question 
him further on this matter as he was obviously uncomfortable. 

5. At the conclusion of this conversation, agent was rather nervous, 
due to passing traffic. We were parked near a Qasthaus on a lonely, dark 
road. So then we proceeded to another area where the undersigned asked 

( agent what access he had to various chock places. The upshot of this : 
conversation was that the agent has direct, unrestnaited access only to 
the Verkehrsamt, whore he can call on the telephone, and the Strafregister, 
which he can consult personally. All other places such as £i\A, Hatha ue. 
Political Register, etc., agent is required to go through either j 

[ ~ Lf or CL ZJ He claims rather naively that for all other 1 

queries, he is required to have a case to which he can logically attribute 
this query. When asked why he simply could not include the quexy under 
one of twenty going cases, agent stated that he was afraid that his j 
superiors would discover some irregularity and question him as to the 
reason far the inclusion of a strange name. 

6. The undersigned asked agent how many polico there were in 
Salaburg, to which agent answered he thought there wore approximately 
500 uniformed policemen and 100 policemen in Abteilung I and II combing 
Somewhere tho undersigned had an idea that there were approximately 
700,000 people in Salzburg. Thus the undersigned askod tho agent if 
that was not too few policemen for Salzburg and he said, no, that was 
quite enough. 

7. The undersigned then asked him what the make up of Abteilung H 
was. Agent stated there were five groups in Abteilung II, very similar i 
to the way the Vienna Police Abteilung n is set up. He was the chief | 
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of the 4th Oroup, which la concorned with robberies and breaking and j 
entering. His grade la Rayon Inapektor. Thus, he has no real reason i 
for doing aqy nersonal Investigations himsolf, I would assume that la 
why he pays ( O- Z] , who Is an employee in his section and probably; 
has the logical case reasons for making the queries.

10. Agent was asked how he cams to recruit tZ Z3 and C cy 

to do hia work for him. Agent either misunderstood the question or j 
refused to answer it. He stated that he merely askod them to do 
something for him and when they did it, he paid them a small sum of money. 
The undersigned askod agent tfrat thoir roaction was to receiving money, 
from him. Agent stated they said, thank you. j

11. C Z7 asked agont about procuring a Salzburg police telephone 
bode. Agent was obviously unwilling to do this and statod that he had 
previously procured a telephone book for us and they had little changed 
in four years. In ary follow-up disoussion with this agont, wo should 
requiro him to bring a telephone book to the meeting and have him 
annotate ary corrections of which he is aware. It appears highly unlikely 
that the Salzburg telephone book has not been changed in four years. If 
the Vienna fblice telephone book Is any indication, it is published yoarly, 
and even within the period of one year there are considerable changes.'

meeting this agont. Cl is is very vorriod about bolng soon In an 

American 7C plate car in Salzburg. £ Zjf . and the undersized i 
originally planned to meet agent in tne stein Hotel In Salzburg, where 
d earlier had rented a room. The plan was that CZ_ C2 would 

go ana pick up agent, tell him to come to the Stein Hotel, and give him 
the roan number where the undersigned and d J} * would be waiting for 
him. Agent refused to come to the hotel, as he said he was known to all 
the por tiers in town. Thus, our meeting with agont was delayed ty thirty 
minutes as C ZJ then came back to the hotel, picked up the undersigned, 
and then we drove and picked up agent on a lonely, dark road. Agent la 
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very frightened of being seen in this car. When another car approaches, 
he hidos his face, he watchos to see whether the car turns around or j 

whether it slows down* He routed d E7 through some dismal back, 

bumpy roads in order to avoid the main thoroughfares. Harked on the 
side of the road as we were, we were forcod to turn on the car limits J 
to read any notes we had or to take any notes.

him dry of any information wo can. This milking dry process, I ' 
think, should bo orjjanisod in the following manner. Wo should go 
with a list of questions concerning the Stapo and police in Salsburg, 
meet in agent's mother's house, where wo can talk for longer periods 
of tino and go down the list of questions. Cn those questions which 
the egont cannot answer, he should be requested to bring a detailed 
report to the next mooting. The undersigned recommonds this method 
of doing it because agent is a difficult nan to debriof on any one 
subject. Lacking any experience with this agent, I would guess that 
it is probably due to his pangs of conscience or to his simple, j 
unimaginative nature.

d. 1 then believe agent should be terminated! with an adequate 
bonus and told that he should not work fer any other intelligence 
service with the Implied threat that if ha does, we will see that his 
superiors ara informed. 
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«. As an alternative and dopending on what is determined in 
the coning meeting the undersigned recommends that probably it 
would be a good idoa to put agent on ice, telling him simply that 
we vould like to have the alternative of contacting him occasionally 
far incidental help which he can give us. For this service, he will 
be paid a modest sun. I believe that if such a pitch is accompanied 
with a good termination bonus, agent will be considerably more : 
recoptive to such a future arrangement. I must re-emphasize, however, 
that this alternative pitch is based on a great many intangibilities*

17* Our first mooting, scheduled for 11 February in Borchtesgadeh, 
did not cone off because agent logically enou^i interpreted the meeting 
arrangements in the letter as being simple cover conversation for an actual 
meeting in Salzburg, where he has always been met. Agent stated that ha 
vould profer not to have meetings in Germany because he vould prefer not' 
to go there, having no logical reason for covering such a trip. The j 
undersigned suspects that the agent does not have a Reisepass which, of 
course, he does not need to travel to Germany, but in the absence of a 
Reisepass, he vould probably be required to use hie police identification, 
which he is naturally reticent to do at the border check points* I
